LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES 

Europe. 

Pauis, Oct. 21.— The Jl/onifeur aiinounc- 
es that tbe expedition for Italy [s conn- 

termanded because tlio King of Italy and 
tho Pope have observed tho September 
treaty. 

New York, Oct. 25.— Tbe Herald's 
Florence special says on the I8th that 
the situation is still embarrassing and 
critical, Tbe Italian troops along tbe 
frontier have been reinforced, and are do« 
in^ all in their power to prevent tho in- 
surgents from crossing. All Italy is ex- 
cited over tho Ffonch war preparations. 
Reports from Rome state that a fierce 
battle occurred on Thursday . The Pope's 
troops recaptured the town of Tlvoli. 
The Garibaldians suffered heavily. 

St. Petehsduro, Oct. 21. — Tho treaty 
for tbo sale of Alaska has been ratified 
by the Russian Government. 

DaBLiN, Oct. 21. — The informer Reilly 
was shot and badly wounded. Several 
policeman were recently shot at, but none 
killed. Tho trials of prominent Fenians 
will occur before a Special CommissioD 
on November 2Uh. 

LiONDOx, Oct. 20. — A despatch from 
Paris announces that Italy has positively 
pledged herself to enforce the provisions 
of tbo Septembtr treaty. Tbe French 
expedition has been accordingly abandon- 
ed, and orders for the sailing of tbo fleet 
from Toulon contermanded. Tbe troops 
are disembarking and the insurgents, in 
consequence of this action, have evacuated 
the iloman territory. It is rumored that 
leading Europeans powers will uuito with 
the French for joint Intervention in tbe 
setttlement of the Roman qaestion. 

Tho French Cabinet has addressed a 
circular to its diplomatic represeutativesi 
solemnly pledging France to enforce the 
September treaty. 

London, Oct 24.— The Times has a 
strong editorial on tho French interven- 
tion, and stigmatises the compulsory 
course of France as cruel to Italy and 
perilous to Europe. It declares that its 
cfifect will be transitory, for tbe Garibal- 
dians must rise again in a new enterprise 
against Rome, 

It is reported that Napoleon has re- 
quested tbe European powers to unite 
with France in a general conference for 
the settlement of the Roman qaestion, to 
prevent the recurrence of recent events in 
Italy.

My physician, Dr llascli, 
will have my body brought to Vera Cruz. 
He will be accompanied only by two 
sprvants. Gull and Tudos. I have order- 
ed that my body be transported without 
any pomp or solemnity to Vera Cruz, und 
that on board the vessel iliiit is to bring 
it to Europe no unusual .ceremony lake 
place. I bave awaited death calmly, and 
I wish to be left in tbe same stillness when 
in my coffin. 

You will take mensurcs, ray dear 
Baron, so that Dr. Basch and my two 
servftiit.s, who lalie 1113' liody in cure, may 
iiL'Coin|)any it to Europe on one of tlie two 
war vessels Over there I wish to be 
buried beside my poor wife. If the news 
of uiy poor wifu's death should not prove 
true, iny boily should be placed somewhere 
until the ]"vm|)re33 rejoin mo in death. 
Have the goodness to see lint tlio neces- 
sary orders be forwarded to Cupt. Groel- 
ler. Have also the goodness to take 
measures so that tho widow of my failb— 
fill coinpaiiioii in arms, Miranion, can go 
lo Eur0])e lui one of Ihe wnr vcsm'Is. I 
rockon the iiioro on llio fulliliiieiit ol' lliis 
request as she is cliar^^ed by nie Lo remain 
with my mother ut Vienna. I again 
thank you from my heart for tho trouble 
which you take on my account, and I re-

The Boat Race fur the American 
Championship. 



The follovviiiiT jiarliculars of the [.'rent 
boat race for the cluiiiiiiionsliip of 
America is from llio New York Evciiinij 
Post of September 9lh : 

The great boat, race between ITamill, 
of Pittsburg, and Brown, of Porihinil, 
.Maine, took place at Newhijrjr early this 
morning. An iiiinionse crowd had as- 
seiiihled at Newiiurg on Friday ainl 
Saturday, including a la-rge part of the 
worst class of fielitine men, gamblers and 
rowdies of the country. 

This morriinfi; the water was compara- 
tively sinonth, and the prepiir.i lions for 
the race were cdiiipleied. TIkmc whs n 
large atteiidaiice uf sprriiitors. e'^l.iiiiiiied 
at seven or eight thousand persons. 
These secured positions on tbe docks and 
along the river banks. Two steamboat 
followed Flarnill and Brown uj) ihe river. 

At about si.x o'clock tho mhmi ap- 
peared and made tlieir arrangeinenls for 
the race. They were botli cheered by 
their partisans. Betting was nearly 
even, and much money was staked on the 
result. 

Conncilinan Stephen Roberts, of this 
city, was chosen referee. At a (piarter 
past six o'clock the iiieii strarUMl up the 
rivor for llic stidvi; lioti t, a distaiioc of iwo 
and a half miles. Tbo distance to be 
pulled was five miles — returning to tbe 
place of starling. Brown took the lead, 
and for the first; half mile was four 
lengths ahead. The men [iiilled .steadily 
at a rapid pace. A t the end of the first 
mile llninill had gained his losi groniid, 
and between the first und second mdes bo 
bad pa88ea Brown. 

At the end of two miles Hamill was 
four lengths ahead, but at the stake-boat 
Brown had regained two lengths. Tlicri! 
was much c.Kcitenieiit at this point, and 
heavy odds were offered on lliiiiiill. As 
the latter was turninu: the stake-boat, 
Brown rushed upon his boat and broke in 
the stern. Bnmill immediately leaped 
into tho stake boat, refusing to pull any 
further. Brown, after parleying a iniiiuto 
or twu, conLiiiiied on his course, and made 
Uij whole live miles in forty-one minutes 
and lifiy-six secoinls. 

There was much excitement on shore 
at tbo unsatisfactory termination of tbo 
race. Tho friends of Ilamill •laimcd that 
Brown ran into liiin intentionally, and iho 
referee taking this view of the cast-, de- 
clared llainill tho winner. One ot ilio 
standing rules of boat racing slipnlaies 
that any boat fouling aaother shall bo 
declared out of tho race, and be deprived 
of all tho benefits which might otherwise 
bo accorded to It. All bets go with tbo 
stako-nioney. 

Brown'.s boat is built on the Knglisli 
stylo. It is about thirty- 'oar feet long 
and olercn and one-half ii eh is wide, and 
thirty five pounds In weight. It Is four 
feet longer tliuu IlarniU'B, and was built 
by Charles P. lilliott, of Qroenpoint, 
Long Island. Uamill's boat is shorter 
and wider, but about tbe same weight as 
Brown's.

BigBcndt' 

Amongst tho passengors wlio arrived 
yestordny were a party of miners from 
Big Bend, whc left the mines on' the 15th 
Inst. Tlioy (3o not bring any news of 
importaiico. Gold had been found at the 
mouth of McGulloch's Creek, bat not in 
great qaaqtities. In fact no verj satiafac 
lory lead bad been struck on any of the 
Big Bend Creeks, although several of the 
claims on French Creek' yielded wages, 
some a little over wages occasiooully. 
Yet, notwithstanding all this, it does not 
follow that no paying diggings exist- there. 
Operations this season have been chiefly 
confined to ground previously located or 
partially worked, beyond which very little 
prospecting has been done. But, bo tbaf. 
us it may, there ia no denying tho fact 
that if Big Bend has not proved a "Dzzle," 
faith in it as a goidfieid of any staudiug 
is on the wane. It is stated that tho 
BIncldiawk claim had come into tho pos- 
session of tho Ilutlsoii Buy Coiupany, in 
consideration of advances made, and that 
(it was being worked vigorously with sat- 
isfiictory results. 

The sleainer Forly-Nino was expected 
up about the 20th or 2l8t, and bor arrival 
was anxiously looked for, as she was ex- 
pected to bring more definite information 
respecting the new diggings on Tobacco 
Plains. In tho event of good news being 
received the steamer was expected to 
carry away a largo portion of the remain- 
ing population of Big Bend. Tbe Tobac- 
co Plain diggings are about sixty miles 
south of Kootenay, and aboat three miles 
south of the boundary line. They are tho 
same diggings to which we alluded a short 
time ago, as the scene of the murder of 
two white men by five Indians. A trail 
from the river to these mines was being 
opened out and a good deal of iuteresl 
was escited. 

Our iaformants met with 2^ feet of 
snow on the summit, on their way out 
froiti the Columbia lliver lo Seymour, and 
travelling was bad. Too Hon. Coiiimis- 
sioner Cox was lo have come out iiuxt day 
(the lOih) but would probably remain 
some time at Seymour, Kamloops, and 
other places on the way down.

The money was paid, nnd 
it was nearly six weeks afterward the 
forgery was discovered. 

Meantime Livingston had, during liis 
residence al llarlem and lind'alo, been 
spending money lavishly, buying fast 
lio.'ses, etc., and finally ho removed to 
Chicago, where be also made a display of 
means. He bought two farms in the vi- 
cinity of Blackberry Station, on tho Chi 
cago aud North-western Railroad, for 
which he paid lj)'2.5,000 and which lie 
stocked expensively. When arrested lie 
had but 810,000 1-fl;. The necessary re- 
quistion from Governor Fenton upon 
Governor Ogelsby having been secured, 
Livingston was brought hitlinr, and .Jus- 
tice Barnard cotniniited him for trial. 
He was fully idoiililied by Mr Worth, the 
(laving teller of the bank, as the man who 
passed the forged check. Livingston is a 
native of this atate, and was formerly a 
railroad conductor.
